He w as a rreste d a n u m ber of years ago on a 
charg e of m u rder. B ro u g ht to tria l, he w as co n ­ 
victed of m a n sla u g hte r an d sentenced to fou r 
years in the sta te prison. 
T hrou gh his law yer, he fo u g ht ag ain st this 
sentence. In the cou rse of tim e he w on a new 
tria l 
B ro u g ht into co u rt a second tim e, he w as 
ag ain convicted—bu t this tim e he w as convicted 
of m u rd er in the second degree, an d drew a life 
sen ten ce in prison. 
Once ag ain he fo u g ht fo r a new tria l, an d once 
ag ain he w as su ccessfu l. A third tim e he w ent to 
co u rt to sta n d tria l—and, this tim e, he w as 
convicted of first degree m u rd er. T he ju dge se n ­ 
tenced him to the electric chair, an d a few days 
ago he w as pu t to d eath. 
If he ha d let his first sentence sta n d he w ou ld 


be w alking the stre e ts a free m an , his prison 
te rm com pleted. B u t he fo u g ht a little bit too 
hard . 
He co u ld n ’t let w ell enou gh a lo n e--o r, 
pe rha ps he d id n ’t recognize w ell enou gh w hen 
he saw it.

pnly four judges have been 


named from Indiana to fill posi- 
tions on the U. S. circuit court 
of appeals bench, and the re- 
cent 
appointment 
of Judge 


Sparks is outstanding in that re- 
spect, because it1 gives recogni- 
tion to the legal profession of 
Indiana. 


The attorney general declared 


that the standards for practicing 
law in Indiana should be raised. 
At the present anyone with a 
good moral character can be ad- 
mitted to the bar, and no re- 
quirements are necessary for le- 
gal training. This state is far 
behind the others in this respect, 
he declared, and Indiana has. 
Often been looked upon in a 
light vein by other states and 
national bar associations. 


Mr. Ogden stated that on ac- 


count of these requirements, it 
might be the cause of Indiana 
receiving such little recognition 
on the higher court Benches. 


The attorney general, however, 


defended the charges . made by 
out-state layeWsr, and stated 
that in Indiana there is a ining- 
lirig of the best and that the legal 
profession was equally as1 good as 
other states. He defended 
the 


state of Indiana against all 


charges that might arise* declar- 
ing that the Hoosier state has^ 
produved more coliefle presidents 
than any other state, had taken 
a lead by producing more in- 
ventors, and was ahead in the 
field of science, art, literature 
and all other lines of achieve- 
ment. 
Indiana has forged ahead in 


politics, too, the speaker stated, 
and called attention that since 
1872 there has been almost at 
every election a Hoosier seeking 
either the nomination of presi- 
dent or vice president of the 
trnitd States, but -while Indiana 
has been doing all of these 
things - he continued, -and have 
pushed to the front, we have not 
been successful in filling places 
on the higher cqurt benches." 


-Tonight we are gathered here 


to pay honor and tribute to 
judge sparks," he continued. "He 
is one indianian to obtain the 
highest honor that might come 
to a man by an appointment. He 
is only the fourth Hoosier to re- 
ceive that honor which is the 
second highest judgeship in the 
country." 


In conclusion Mr. Ogden read 


a humorous comment in Judge 
Sparks' leaving, showing the 
contrast from the circuit court 
bench to the various court pro- 
cedures here. The speaker, how- 
ever, summed up his comments, 
and 'showed that honors do not 
come without some sacrifices, in 
his departure from the 
friends 


and the court here to which he 
wa so attached. 


The next speaker was Robert 


Baltzell, federal court judge, who 
paid his tribute to Judge Sparks, 
and other judges who made re- 
marks and offered congratula- 
tions to the local jurist, were 
Judge Willoughby of the Indiana 
Supreme court, Judge Gemmil of 
the same court, Judge McMahan 
of the Appellate court, Judge 
Neal of 
the 
Appellate court. 


Judge Lockyear of the Appellate 
court and Judge Nichols of the 
Appellate court. 


Judge sparks was also called 


upon, and stated that no one 
could ever 
know the emotion 


that he felt on an occasion of 
this kind. -There are some feat- 
ures I like to talk about and 
some I don't," he stated. He re- 
gretted leaving Rush county and 
his wide acquaintanceship among 
the attorneys and judges of In- 
diana. 


He pledged his best efforts in 


the new position, and declared 
that while a circuit judge'he had 
been intent upon enforcing the 
law, 
because he believed thai

'love the Rush County bar. No 
judge has ever made a success, or 
ever will make a success, unless 
he held court with a good bar," 
he declared.

The complexities and tangles of our legal ma- 


chinery sometimes make the ordinary man high^ 
ly impatient. It is not pleasant to see a criminal 
putting off his punishment for years, or even 
escaping it altogether, by means of delays and 
retrials obtained through legal technicalities. 


Once in a great while, however, all of this, 


works against the prisoner and not for him. 


The state of Texas the other day electrocuted 


a man who would today be a free man if he had 
'not tried a little too hard to make legal techni- 
calities save him from prison. 


He was arrested a number of years ago on a 


charge of murder. Brought to trial, he was con- 
victed of manslaughter and sentenced to four 
years in the state prison. 
Through his lawyer, he fought against this 


sentence. In the course of time he won a new 
.trial. Brought into court a second time, he was 
again convicted-but this time he was convicted 
of murder in the second degree, and drew a life 
sentence in prison. 
Once again he fought for a new trial, and once 


again he was successful. A third time he went to 
court to stand trial—and, this time, he was 
convicted of first degree murder. The judge sen- 
tenced him to the electric chair, and a few days 
ago he was put to death.
